A SHORT 

HISTORY 

0 F T H E 

PARLIAMENf, 

I T has.been ufual, at the end of 
former Parliaments, to give tli/s 
World fome Account or Hiftory 
of their Proceedings; and as this 
Parliament may: be truly faid to 
have diftinguifli’d themfelves from .all 
that ever went before them; I think 
it but a piece of Juftice due to them, 
to thofe that chofe them, and to,thofe 
who are foon to proceed to a new 
Eleftion, to give a fbort Sketch of 
their moft Extraordinary Tranfafiipns ; 
.which, I doubt not, will preferve the 
Memory of this Parliament, to Pofterity. 

Former Parliaments have reckomd 
it their chief Honour and Gloryj to 
have faithfully difcharg’d the par^ of 
■ • Patriots 



Patriots, and with all due regard to 
the Prerogative, thought it the princi¬ 
pal’Duty of the R'eprefentative of the 
People, to watch over, and fecure the 
Rights, Priviledges, Liberties, and Pro¬ 
perties of. the SubjeO:; .what Care or 
Concern of this kind has been feen in 
this Parliament, I need not fay : They 
have Prided; themlelves in the Titles of 
Dutiful and Loyal, a CnafaTer that no 
fijtnre Parliament \yill ev^ want^ th^t 
wilLbe ready always.to comply with, 
and fupport the Projefts of an entcr- 
prlzing Miiriftry: But let. the Tleftors 
pbnfider, .whether fuch Qpalificatipns 
are fitter for a Member of'Parliament of 
Great-Britain, or the Parliamen t of Farit, 
■■■ At the time this Parlidraent was 
chofen, all'thinking Men were under 
ihegreatefl: apprehenfions.of thedread- 
ful Confequences that muft attend fuch 
a fudden change of Affairs as was then 
■feen, and carried on with fo much fury. 

: The former: Meafures mpft yifibly 
tended to nothing, but confirming a 
Noble Alliance, form’d to reduce the 
exo'fbitant Power of France , to re- 
fetie Spain ahd the Indies from the 
Houfe of Bourl>on, and thereby to fettle 
a true Ballance, of'Power i in iwo/'f, to

fecure the; Proteftant Intereft, and ia 
particular the ProuftMt Hucceffion to the 
Crown of Great-Britain, 

Thefe great ends were the chief view 
of thofe, that ferv*d the Q^UEEN, 
for the Eight fir It years of her i;^eiga; 
and with what Succefs theyferv’d he^, 
their worft Enenaies do confefs. 

But when a new Scheme wascpnceft-, 
ed, the; contrary jyieafures were iname*. 
diately to be enter’d upon; The War 
mult be ended,, the Grand Alliance; 
piifplv’d, and to perfe£t all, Peace and 
a ftrict Friendfliip with franee muft be 
concluded. 

But as thefe Doflrines, wlipn they 
were entirely new, were at firll furpri- 
zing andlhpcki,ng to all the Nation, to 
furraife fuph Events, was call’d M^ltce_ 
andE»^/o»,;. Jf;any ;fuch thing coii’d be 
defign’d; tfieParliament, to be fine, 
wpu’d never come infO; it, and this. 

be.®ur great Security ; but .how ; 
far the Fears. and Appreheiifions, of. all; 
hpneft jyien have been juftjfied . by-the 
Event, is nqyy no longer a Queftipnj, and. 
as without! .thp.cpneur/.ence of a ParliaT.. 
nient, iq wqsjttipofiible. to have pJung’d- 
the Natiorrdntp; fueh inextricable, diji-: 
culties.j I ;\yil.l.give you.avfhort view,. 



what a fiiare the Parliament lias hkd in 
this wonderful Undertaking, and how. 
tar they have contributed to the ruin 
of their Country. 

I . have too much Charity to believe, 
that'll!, who have been confenting to 
theie pernicious Meafures, equally de- 
fign’d the Mifchiefs thar have conid 
upon us; Thofe, who have had the 
management of this great Machine* 
and feem indeed to underhand nothing, 
but the managing oi Parties^ and 
making a proper ufe of the weaknefs* 
and corruj)Uon of Mankind, knew thi^ 
defperate Game was not to be play’d* 
but by the utmoft Diflimulation, and 
by deceiving, and impofing npotl great 
Numbers of well-meaning Men: Spe¬ 
cious pretences have never been want¬ 
ing to gild the bitter Pill, and the Na¬ 
tion by degrees has been drawn into 
thefe extremes: But as Gentlemens eyes 
begin to be open’d, they' fhrely witf 
refent fuch intollerable trcatmentj and 
when they find, that what they were 
told of other People, was utterly falfe; 
and chat all the great Advantages, they 
were made to hope for, from this new 
Scheme, end in nothing, or what iS 
worfe, in the Ruin of their Country; 



theyv/ill begin to think, before it’s too 
kite, what mull: be the unavoidable 
ronfequence, if they perfift to go blind: 
ty on, and follow,the Diftatesof thofe, 
\vho have thus grolly deluded them. 

As there was nothmg, which, 

Lords a,nd Commons-'iSi. all form.er Parlia¬ 
ments, and the whole Nation had ex- 
prefs’d k greater Zeal and Concern for, 
than fecunng Spain and thelVeJlJndics to 
th?. Hoafe Of Aullria, it had been too 
profsj at the firlt opening of this Parlia¬ 
ment, to have difcover’d the defign of. 
giving them entirely into the Ipnds of 
The Commons therefore are 
taught to declare, for a vigorous jiro- 
jatnion oj iht War in all its parts, and e.fpe- 
ciallf 777 Spain, for it was not.yet time to 
take olf 'the-Mask and con.fcfs. that the 
War was to be ended, Tet the Confe.' 
queiice be what it would. ■ .,„ 

Soon after an Account comes of , an 
ATion in tsoain, much to thedifadvan- 
t.vre of King-C/xJrto, wlMch.Br Majcpy 
communicates to the Parliarheat. The 
Commons, ITII Zealous for .the m 
think It necelfary for ber MajeJlj 
to aive Dircaions rj- for fending and pro- 
^ C turing 
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curing -more Troops to repair thic lofs, a/jd 
not difcourn^d by Misfortunes, prsmije to 
ufe their utniofi endeavours, to enable her 
Majejly to carry on the jujb and neceffary 
War fin tvhich She tva> engaged-, and to [up- 
port her in fuch Meafures, as on this occa- 
fwnjhotdd he thought proper to retrieve the 
lofs in Spain. So the War at that time it 
feems -WRsjuJi and necejfary,^ and Spain at 
any rate was then thought worth the 
having: And yet, methinks, if we had 
been very much in earneft, even at that 
time, we Ihould have heard of Forces 
fent from hence, or .Foipigners hir’d to 
repair this lofs; but as the Parliament 
had never anycuriofity to enquire how 
far this Addrefs had been comply’d with, 
I am affraid, King Charles, from that 
hour, never found any effefl; of this 
great Zeal for his Service. 

However, publick Declarations in his 
Favour are ftill thought necelfary. Upon 
the death of the Emperor^ to prevent the 
ill Confequence thereof, ^ thelnterefis of 
theHoufe of Auftria are to be fupported, 
and the utmofl endeavours art to be ufd, to 
promote the Elediion of the Kjng of Spain 
to the Empire. Thefe endeavours are us’d, 
and prove fuccefsflil; but who would 
have 
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iiave thought at that time, that the Em- 
pi^ was to be purchas’d byKingCWM, 
^fo dear a rate, as the lofs of the Croivn 
of Spain) butfoithas happeu’d, and the 
6 nly Argument that has been us’d, for 
living Spain to King Philipy has been to 
preferve theBallance of Bower in Enrcpey 
which would otherwife be in danger 
froni the Conjunction of vhe Empire and 
Spain) but I dare aiifwcr for the Parlia¬ 
ment, whatever others might defign, 
they did not in the icaft forefee this un¬ 
happy Confequence: Thus we fee thro’ 
the whole courfe of this lirft Seffion, 
This Parliament was Zealoully devoted 
to the Intereft of King Charles as King of 
Spain. 

Before the next. Seffion, a Project of 
Peace had been fee on foot, and the 
World began to fufpea, thiLt Spain was 
now to be given up to the Houfe of Bour¬ 
bon ) Imuftdo theParliamentthatjuftice 
to confers, that this, at firlt, gave offence 
to a great many; they knew not very 
well, howto relifh fuch a direft ebn- 
tradi’aion to all they had been faying, 
and doing for fo many years paft; and 
with thefe Sentiments, ’tis very well 
Imown, that moft Gentlemen came out 
of the Country, to attend the Second 
a Seffion 
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Seffion of Parliament; but a few Prorc- 
gations, fome Town Converfation, and 
a little fecret Conviftion, brought this 
matter to a Compoficion ; and in cafe 
nothing was faid exprefly of Spain, a 
General Addrefs, * ftill of entire confi¬ 
dence, and latiifa^ion in the Juft and Ho- 
murahk Veace in vierv, which no body 
then knew one word of, was agreed to. 
■ This matter then was to be mana¬ 
ged a' little more tenderly, and the 
Commons were to be taught a nev-'- 
LelfonIn order to this a Pamphlet cal¬ 
led the Comluct. of the Allies, &c.' was 
Publifli’d, and a great deal of Induftry 
tifed, to make this the Political Creed 
of the Partj, which all the Orthodox 
Friends of France cmh.nc'd Very readi¬ 
ly; and in this was to, be HiLuni the 
whole Scheme of the Proceeding of 
thatSefnon; This Mafter-piece, till’d 
with fallities, and mifreprefentations.; 
was .''no fooner di-fpers’d and'canvafs’d 
in the World, but it produc’d the de- 
fir’d etfefl, affording Arguments, for 
Artful and 111 defigning .inflrnraents, 
to prevent and prejudice the Minds 
of weak and deluded People, and fi¬ 
ring others, M'ho ha,d no leifure or 
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O|,)poitunity to be bettijr: . infOj'rtiJ.tiii 
Vicli ilefentment and Indignation 
gainll all thei/Z/w, who, . they, had-bp^ft 
made to believe, had dealt fo unfa,ithftibi 
ly with us, and accordingly Addtoffes 
are made in Parliament, * -for [Actum, 
pf QuotA^'s and, Pi oportio/iS of Her Afi-; 
jejly and Her Allies d,uring the War, , and 
how the fame have been obfeyved ,, for-, all 
Treaties for raiftng and aagmerAing ■ kfo- 
portions, f and whatever: elfe w^ 
thought iieceffary for carrying pnj.chn 
.Grand Defign. ’ Thefe Addreffes (prp-i 
duce States of the War, prepar’d-%• 
thofe, whohad procur’d ’em tp be.call’d 
for, and who would not, in all proba> 
bity, deliver any but fuch as fery’d ijhelf 
own purpofe ; upon the Day appointed 
to conlider of the State of the -Vi^ar, 
Eleven Quefions are brought into tire 
Houle ready Pen’d, and all number’d, 
and put into the Hands of proper Per- 
loiis, who mov’d them in a very decent 
order; and without any more Ceremo¬ 
ny, the Parfiament, in ait Hour’s time, 
judg’d and cenlur’d the late Emperor, the 
preleiit iimperor, the Kjng of Portugal^ 
and the States General ; with all whom 
it had been fo lately declar’d, that a 

llria 

•■■■ Daenb. zc. j-jn. -j- Jm. 31. 
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ftriaFriendihip and Good Correfpon- 
dcnce was above all things, to be cul¬ 
tivated, to render the Peace fecure and. 
iafting. 

This was a handfom ftep for one 
day, and a good preparative for what 
was to follow; but as the giving up 
Spain was the great ftumbling block 
that was to be remov’d, fomething 
more was necelfaiy to be done; ano¬ 
ther is appointed for confidering the 
State of the War, and there feveral 
Refolutions are made, ufher’d in in the 
fame manner, ftatiiig the Expence of 
the'War in Spain, which is there repre- 
fented to be moft Extravagant, and 
to have cofl: an immenle Sum, and 
ituchas the Nation cou’d not any lon- 

f er poffibly endure; by this means the 
/ay is pav’d for giving up Spain, and 
what had been long before agreed to, 
but conceal’d, was now brought to 
maturity, and began publickly to be 
avow’d and fupported. 

In a Ihort time afterwards the Terms 
of a General Peace ai-e communicated, 
wherein the giving up Spain and the 
Indies, appears to be almoll the only 
thing that was fully agreed to, and con¬ 
cluded ; 
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eluded ; but the Loyal Commons full of 
indignation againft theAllies,and aggrie¬ 
ved with the great Burthen of theSpaniJb 
AV a.r,mth*HeaTtsft/H ofGratitude for what 
had already been obtain’d, which feem’d to 
he nothing but a French Renunciation, 
want Words to eceprefs the Satisfaction, with 
which, they received the Good News of a pro- 
pofal, for giving Spain to King PW///', 
which was to execute it felf. 

I have neither Room, nor Time here, 
to enter into a juftification of the Allies^ 
and to fliew the falfities and mifrepre- 
fentations of the State of the War in afl 
its partS5The6'//jf«G«»er/!/,fenfible of the 
injuftice, that was done them, reprefented 
their Cafe in a Memorial to the Queens 
which fully prov’d they were wrongful¬ 
ly charg’d, by the Votes and Refoluu- 
ons of the Houfe of Commons; This ip- 
deed was not to be endur’d, that any 
Body Ihould dare to undecieve the 
World; The Memorial therefore is firft 
call’d a pretendedMemorialf&ad. thepyo- 
ted a Falje, Scandalous and Malicious ,Li- 
hel ; and Mr. Buckley Author of the 
Daily C our ant, who Printed it, tahea 
into Cufiody of the Serjeant at Arms ;,fpch 
confummate Juftice all have met isyith 
who dat’d to fpeak unfeafonable Truths? 

. . .ephet 
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eich'ct wtttiiff Doors, or without. Tlie! 
States Gerietd^' I prefume, efcap’d an 
exprefscenfare, becaufe Hey Majejly had 
this Seflion declar’d their Intereft i/i/epii- 
■ r'ahle frofti. Her- oiv», and the Parii'ament 
had concurr’d with her in it. 

The next thing I (hall Remark oi' 
this Parliament, is, the Methods they 
■took to recommend themfelves to the 
People; this they labour’d, by endea¬ 
vouring to deted great Frauds, and 
Abufes, and Mifapplications of Publick 
Money, during the late Adminiftration; 
their Difcoveries are all Snmm’d up, in 
a general Repre[entatio>i to the Queen ; of 
which I will venture to alTert, that all 
the Particulars confift, either of Falfities, 
or Miftakes, or Mifreprefentations; and 
that where-ever the fad is true, the fame 
things have been done a gain by the prc- 
fent Miniftry, and either julfified or not 
animadverted upon by this Parliament. 

The^great initance is, that 4 ^5, 000, 
000.- were not accounted for; but this' 
charge has been fo fully confuted, and 
it has been fo evidently prov’d, that

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The Debt was due in the feveral Of¬ 
fices, and fecur’d to the Creditors, by 
National Credit, on proper DebenitUres, 
Bills, and Certificates, that carijy’d an 
Intereft"of 6. 1 . per. Cent. How is - this 
debt now difcharg’d ? By being transfer’d 
to the General Mortgage, which is! now 
made a Security for Paying the fame In- 
tereft as:before; if a’ Man owes a Tliou- 
fand Pounds on his bond, or any other 
ferfonal .Security, and afterwards* Mort¬ 
gages his. ;Eftate. for better fecuring the 
Principal, and Intereft ; will any - Man 
fay, that by this means he has paid off 
or difcharg’d his Debt ? Or is he not in 
truth as much in debt as before? But 
if this Projed. comes to be throughlyun- 
derftoodi .it will ftill appear in a very 
different light,-from what the Authors 
of it labour to reprefentdt; The Funds of 
the General were before engag’d 

to the Year 1716. and therefore could 
not, till that time, be apply’d towards 
paying the Intereft .of the South Sea 
The annual Intereft thereof, is a- 
bove 570000. /. which muft tillithen be 
paid out of the. Supplies granted for the 
Service of each Current Year, as tt has 
hitherto.been done,. and by the Vo;es of 
this Seffions we fee 540000. -4 gr-imed 
cxurtfly 
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cxprcOy for this Service which is more 
than 12 in the Pound of the Land Tax, 
or the whole neat produce of the Malt 
Tax^ applyed to Pay the Intereft of a 
Debt, which is faid to be paid off, with- 
out laying any burthen upon the Peo¬ 
ple; befldes, if the People were not to 
be yearly Tax’d for this Intereft; who 
that has any regard for Pofterity, will 
fay, that granting fuch a confiderable 
Fund in perpetuity, which wOu’d other- 
wife, in Three Years, have been at Li¬ 
berty, for any future necelfities of the 
Publick; is not laying a heavy burthen 
upon the People?. 

Thus we fee how the Publick Debts 
have been paid by this Parliament. Iti 
the fame manner, do they talk of Rejl(h 
ring Credit; we all know,' at what time, 
and to what a degree, the Stocks Sunk 
at once, that nothing fince, not even 
Peace it felf, has been able to raife them 
to their former value; and I am at a 
lofs to guefs, what they mean; who talk 
of refioring Credit ; unlefs it was by ma¬ 
king iXi .Exthequer Bids, Specie Bids; 
There was indeed a very great Difcount 
upon non Specie Bids^ occafion’d by the 
Change of the Miniftry, the Parliament 
granted 45000 1 per. Ann. for Circulating 
Exchequer 
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Extkiqiier Bih and making all Bills SpH. 
cie Bilb; 4nd Iqr that means indeed they 
did reduce the great Difeount they had 
brought upon them, and for 45000. 1 . 
fen Ann. did nAm Cr'edit in'the fingte 

intehce ' Mr. 

AUd I am upon mony nnatters, I 
beg leave : to mention one thing, which 
perhaps'has not been confidet*d by ma¬ 
ny ; what the feveral Prorogations. o£ 
this Seffion frqm time, .to time, to' the 
15th. of April lift, did aftually coft the 
Nation ; the ufual time for the meeting 
of the Parliament,andeVen the lateft,accor¬ 
ding to the moft modefli cuftom,'ihaA 
been before Chriftmfs ’, l prefiimeyitWifl 
not be deny’d mej but before that timi^ 
this laft Year, after the repeated Cef- 
iation of Arms both by Land and 
Sea, and after the Duke of Ormondes 
Orders to withdraw from the Arrlty and 
leave the Allies to the Mercy of Frme, 
all things were fo throughly agreed be¬ 
twixt England and France, that the Peace 
was in Effed concluded betwixt us, or 
at leaft that we were entirely fatisfy’d, 
that there cou’d be no further danger of 
any War betwixt the two Nations, The 
obftruQ:ions, and delays to figning the 
Peace, arifing only from the obftinacy of

This proves to a Demonftration, what 
the Late Prorogations did epft the Nation, 
a Sum almoft equal to the neat Produce of 
this Year’s Land Pax; fuch frequent Pro¬ 
rogations, add fuch unnecelTary Charges 
upon the People, might have created fome 
Uneafinefs in,a lefs LoyalHoaje of Com¬ 
mons ; but this dutiful Parliament was ve¬ 
ry well latisly’d, and readily made good 
ail the Extraordinary Expences that had 
been made, without any Authority, or 
Confentof Parliament. 

Beibre I leave this Topick, let me 
make one general Obfervation •, That 
this Ho/’z/e of Commons, who thought the 
Burthen of the Taxes intollerable; and 
that the deplorable Circumftances of the 
A^atton made almofl any Peace defirable ; 
rais’d and ievy’d more Money upon the 
E SubjeQ:

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Subjeft in Tw'o Years, in which nothing 
at all has been done; than was rais’d in a- 
ny Two of the moft glorious andfuccefs- 
ful Years of the War; fuch Sums, as, if 
they had been apply'd to a vigorous Profe- | 
cution of the War, without fuch melan¬ 
choly and reproachful Interruptions as we 
have feen, had procur’d us indeed, a fafe, 
UPing And, honourAhk Peace. 

But the Gentlemen, I am afraid, 
wou’d take it ill if I fliou’d pafs o- 
ver in Silence the Perjons they thought 
worth their Notice, and upon whom 
they bellow’d fuch particular Marks 
of their Favour. 

The Duke of Marlhorough had beaten 
France too often, ever to be forgiven ; 
it was neceffary he fbou’d be dif- I 
grac’d, or the Scheme could not go ] 
on; he was too confiderable to be 
dropp’d quietly; but becaufe his pu- 
blick Services to his Country could 
not be call’d in queftion, the known 
and ufual Ferquifites of the General are 
voted Pttblick Money, and to be accoun¬ 
ted for. 

And that it might be thought, that 
this Frofecution of the Duke of Marlbo¬ 
rough did not proceed entirely from Par¬ 
ty malice, they Vote, that the Two and a 
half ter. Cent, which had been deduced 
from 
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from the Pay of the Forreigners, * jljou’d 
be continued for the Tear i'ji2..andi!pp!y\d 
for the Service of the M'^ar. This *had 
an appearance of faving fome Money for 
the Publick, but what was really fav’d, 
we Qiall fbon fee ; A new General is ap¬ 
pointed, very different from the laft-, A 
General as the Examiner fays, that kmv 
how to obey, as well as to Command, 
I believe he did; But by the clamour that 
has been made in the World of the vaft 
Incomes and Salaries of the Duke of Mark 
borough, during the time he ferv’d, no 
Body wou’d have imagin’d, that the new 
General muft have had greater appoint¬ 
ments and allowances frond the Publick, 
than the Duke of Marlborough ever had ; 
But 5000. I is immediately paid him for 
his Equipage, which the other never had; 
and an allowance of 600 L per Menfem. for 
his table, w'hich the Duke of Marlborough 
never ask’d or thought of, is direfted by 
Warrant out of the Moneys granted for 
the Service of the War. I believe when 
this is computed and added to the 5000 1 . 
ail that was Deduced laft Year for the 
Two and half per. Cent, from the Fotrcig- 
ners.will fall fliort of making itgood to the 
Publick; The difference then is, the Fo- 
E 2 reigners,

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feigners by Treaty gave it to the Duh 
of M^rlkrough fov Contingencies and St 
cret. Service, The Parliament cenfure hi; 
accepting it, and whafthen? Grant it themi 
felves, or which is the fame thing, the Mi- 
niftry do it for them, to the New General, 
and this for Equipage, and Table Money, 
for as for Secret Service, we all know, there 
was an end of that, And yetthe loooo. 1 . 
granted for that Service laft Year was like- 
wife ifTu’d to our peaceful General and if an 
Account was to be made up of all the Sala¬ 
ries and Incomes, which this General recei¬ 
ved laft Year, from the Publick, they wou’d 
as far exceed the allowances of the Duke of 
Marlborough as the Aftions of one out 
doe the other. I will not take upon me 
to make up the Account, but if any bo¬ 
dy will give himfelf the trouble to com- 
puie what is the Income of a Lord Lieu¬ 
tenant of Ireland, ol Colonel of the firjl Re¬ 
giment of Foot Guards, of a Regiment' of 
Horfe, of General and Commander in chief 
at 2o.'\. per. Day, and addthefe to the 
Sums abovemention’d, 1 believe a good 
Manager might farm them at 40000, ./. 
per. Annum, and be well paid for his trou^ 
b!c. 

‘ The Lord Tewnfbend had made a 
Treaty for Securing Barrier to the 
States, and the Protefiant Siicceffion in the 
Hoafe 
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Houfe of H^»»over to thefe Kingdoms, 
thefe were great obftacles, and fuch, as 
the JO>^g of Frame muft needs infift, 
ihould be remov’d; what then could be 
lefs expefled, from fuch good Friends, 
as we are now become to Frame, than to 
declare the Man an Emmy to the Queen 
and KJnadom, who had done fuch difa- 
greeable things to our beft Ally. 

Mr. PValple had been often very trou- 
blefome in the Houfe, talk’d of Publick 
Accounts, which he pretended to under¬ 
hand, and would, upon all occafions, be 
defending the late UiniHry, where he 
thought them clear, and innocent; He 
muft therefore to the Tower, and ex-

pofe, tho’ falfify’d by pofitive evidence 
upon oath; but in all thele cenfures, it 
has fo happen’d that the Perfons con¬ 
cern’d may reckon them as fo many Ho¬ 
nours done them. 



faifing ^00000. /. to pay the debts of the 
Civil Lift. I will not enter into an Ac¬ 
count how this debt came to be contra- 
fted, ’tis notorious and every Office of 
the Houftiold can teftify this truth, that 
their Arrears are at leaft double of what 
they were at the change of the Miniftry; 
'Tis very well known, that there was 
Iffued in the firft eight Years of her Ma- 
jejljs reign, out of the Civil Lift Funds, 
to the ule of the War, and other Publick 
occafions, above 500000. 1. which very 
eafily Accounts for the debt incur’d in 
that time, I make no doubt, but there 
have been large and very Extraordinary 
Ifllies made fincc; I do not fuppofe for 
the Service of the War ; perhaps for ob¬ 
taining and Juftifying this wonderful 
Peace; tho’ raethinks,’tis hard that Frme 
jhould not Pay that reckoning; which al- 
tho’ lean give no account of, I make no 
doubt but they that were fo ready to Pay 
the Debt had their reafons for fo doing, 
and can in a great meafure account for 
the contracting of it, whether they were 
induc’d to Pay this Debt, for the fbare 
they have had of it, or what they are to 
have, towards enabling them to carry 
their

their nextEleftlonsis not Material, bi^t 
’tis certainly a moft dangerous,,,prece¬ 
dent, to be Mortgagiiig the Fupids, that 
are fettled for the fupport of the .Civil 
Lifts which by degrees may, ajl iiw fp 
far engag’d, and granted away,; that f 
Land Tax or a Malt Tax muft be made 
at laft an Hereditary. Revenae, for fup¬ 
port of the Honour and Digr^j^.pf the 
Crown. ; ir,,-; . 

I muft not omit the fingular behaviour 
of this Parliament in relation to the Trea¬ 
ty of Commerce^ I do not intend to enter 
into a diquifition of the Treaty, and fliow, 
how deftruftive it was to the.JTrade of 
Great Brit aw, in aft, its parts, Xhaiwas 
fo well underftood, by all fenl^le Men 
about: this Town, and I hope tyill be fo 
throughly underftood, by all the Trading 
parts of the Kingdom, that they will ei¬ 
ther Eleft none, that gave the leaft coun¬ 
tenance tpfucha pernicious. Bill,; or give 
them fiich inftruttions, to oppofe any Fu¬ 
ture attempt of that kind, that there Ihall 
be no danger of the Treaty’s being ren¬ 
der’d effeftual; Bui: what’s remarkable, 
is the condufl: of theHouieof Commons 
upon this occafion, they were zealous for 
the Treaty of Commerce in every Step, and 
wou’d bear no opppfition till they came 
to theQueftion of engroflingthebill.by 
that time Petitions from all parts of the 
Country 
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Cbuntry began to alarm them, and whe¬ 
ther ioiit of a regard to the good of their 
Country, or an apprehenfion of lofing 
theif next Eleftions,. I will not deter¬ 
mine. But a fudden turn was taken, and 
the bill rejefted, and here was an end 
at once of all the wonderful advantages 
that Great Britain was to reap frorri this 
celebrated Peace; But rejefting the bill, 
wasnpt fo trivial a matter, it gdve too 
great offence, and fomthing muff be 
done tb give Satisfaction for this ijl. 
inftance of difloyalty. 

The fame Gentlemen therefore, who 
had-been' inftrumental in rejecting the 
Bill.^thiift now make a healing Addrefs 
tnd attbne by the'Lofs of their Reputa- 
ions, for the good Service they had dar’d 
b dp their Country ; having at theOpen- 
ng of the. Seffion,, congratulated the 
'^tecn upon the conclufion of a Peace, 
vhichthey then knew nothing of; * they 
xfirefs now their Tharikjuintfsjor the Terms 
rid Conditions of it, which they had juft 
' ejected, as dangerous and pernicious to 
lie Kingdom: But they fay, f fogood a 
oundation of Trade was laid, as might he 
orthtr irnpov'd, to the Advantage of the 
(Jngdom, which they defre may be ferfecled, 
^djo explain'd, as fuSy to anjwer Her Ma- 
jejly's 

* juviih '713- i 
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pjly's good Intentions for the Good andWet^ 
fm of her People. What a Mockery is 
here, and plain ContradiQiion to all com¬ 
mon Senfe? But how it was underftood 
at Court, is plain by the Queen’s Anfwer, 
.(ii) fhe thanks them, for fully exgrefjing 
their Jpprob.ition of the Treaties of Peace 
and Commerce., and fromifes them not to im¬ 
prove, perfeft, or explain ; but to fecure 
to them the Benefits and Advantages, which 
with great Difficulty^ had been obtained for 
her Subjecls ; and for this mojl Grucious 
Jnfiver, the Houfe of Commons returns 
their tnofi humble thanks ; thereby confef- 
fing, they did fully approve the Treaty of 
Commerce, which they .had juft rejecled, 
and that all they defir’d, was to have thofe 
fame advantages in Tra^ fecur’d to thetfl, 
which for want of underftanding, they 
had fo lately miftaken for great mifchiefs, 
and unavoidable deftruction, to'all the 
cnanufaclures of Great Britain; but by 
thefe iiepsand what was faid atthecon- 
dufion of this Seftion; there is one thing 
the People of England may be very fure 
of; that this fame Treaty of Commerce nei» 
ther explain’d, improv’d nor perfefted, 
and no other will be laid before the next 
F Parliament

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Parliament; and no endeavours wanting 
to carry it thro’ and render it effectual. 

Such recantations, as this feems to be, 
are a little new in Parliament ; and I was 
at alofs to find any thing like it, till this 
Parliament furnilh’d me with a Prece¬ 
dent, in the committee of ways and means, 
A duly/ipof} leather was mov'’ 6 , and prefs'd 
by the Court, but rejefted as grievous to 
the People. This was refenred in a very 
high manrer; but a little difcipline foon 
made amends, and the fame Gentlemen 
who voted againit a duty upan Leather, 
ask’d Pardon and oblig’d the Court with 
their Votes for a Duty upon Hides and 
Skins Taim'd Tam '4 or drejt'd. 

Some Ihort Account of the Secret Hi- 
ftory of this Treaty of Commerce may not 
be improper and may ferve to enlighten 
the World concerning ih When it was 
firfi publifiPd, and (/bjcclions againft it 
arofe, it was entertain’d by ikfr/a 

as a thing very indifferent to them, and 
for which they were no ways concern’d; 
but defil’d the bill might take its fate, as 
it Ihou’d be judg’d advantageous, or pre¬ 
judicial to the Nation; when the hh. and 
tyth. Articles came to be better confider’d, 
and it was manifeft to every body, that 
the plain Senfe and meaning ot them, 
cou’d no ways be underftood, but to the 
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iudice o?Greit Britm ; thefe were called 
faaicusconftruaioDS, and fuch as France 
never means or defign’d i and upon ap¬ 
plication of the EaU ltiiiACow^A»), it was 
promis’d them, that an explanation lliou'd 
be procur’d from France^ m a v/eek’s 
time, entirely to their Satisfaaion But 
this explanation was never fince heard of; 
there were feveral inftruaions given to 
the Committee for Claufes to enaa the 
French meaning; but the uneafi- 

nefs ftill increafing, and a general difcon- 
tent arifing. the next expedient was to 
drop the Bill,; and this was promis’d in a 
Letter wrote to the ■'Speaker for that pur*- 
pofe; h\it France M] perfifting, no expla¬ 
nation can be had, either to eafe the pre- 
fent difficulty; or any hopes given, of 
fuch alterations againli another Parlia¬ 
ment, as might quiet the minds of the 
People. What then was to be done ? They 
who feem’d fo indiSerenc at the begin¬ 
ning, can no longer difguife themfelves; 
new Orders are given on a fudden and 
the Billmuft be carry’d thro’ witha SPI¬ 
RIT, for France wou’d have it fo ; and 
fo little did they doubt of Succefs, that 
the French J^^bafdorhii-itt Exprejs tea- 
dv booted to fend the good news of pai¬ 
ring the bill to France-, a Bonefire pild 
before Sormjet Honje-gate, and s 
^ F 2 Guns 
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Guns ready ioadeci to cccho the glad ty- 
dings from t’otherfide of the Water. And 
with good reafon was all this preparation: 
made 9 for the bill was tejecfed but by 
Nine Votes ; fo nariowly did the Trade' 
of Grent Brhai;taad all its manufattures 
efcape the moft fatal blow that ever was 
attempted to be given them. 

But ’tis not to be wonder’d at, that (uch 
attempts as thefe have been made, and 
that the good nature of the Houfe of Com* 
mons is fo much rely’d upon; There was 
nothing that the People of EngUrd have 
been better pleas’d with, than the delive¬ 
ring up Duiskirk, and the hopes of its de¬ 
molition; This teems to be exprefly pro¬ 
vided for, in the Treaty ef Peace ; and that- 
it fljould be done, within five Months, 
after the Conditions ofPeace are concluded 
and fign’d, bur there follows an Excepti¬ 
on, that the Demolition fhall not be be¬ 
gun, till the Equivakfit for it is put into 
the hands of the Kjng of Frar.ce ; This 
naturally led the Houfe of Commons to 
enquire by an Addrefs, * what the Equi- 
'vakr/twas to ke for the dermlijhdg Dun- 
kii'k, or in c.'tfe it was not demolifhd, what, 
was Stipulated concerning it ; for ’tis obfer- 
vable, thar this Equivalent is no where 
mention’d 
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mention’d either in ^tlreaty of Peaceho-^ 
twixt England and France, pr France and 

Holland. 

In about * Three Weeks after, an An- 
fwer comes to this Addrefs,- That the E- 
quivalent, which was tohegivenfor'Dua-^ 
kirk, rvas already in the Hands of the- 
French KJng. And is it credible that 
fuch an Anfwer to this Addrefs Ihould 
prove fatisfaftory ? Or is any Man in En¬ 
gland a jotthewifer, or does he know at 
all the more, what is this Equivalent, or 
what is to become of Dunkirk ? If the £- 
quivalent is, in the Hands of 'France, v/hy 
are not the Works begun to be demo- 
lilh’d ? The Peace washgn’d the Laft of 
March, 0 , S. The Works towards the 
Sea were to be demolilh’d in Two 
Months, thofe towards the Land in 
Three Months; the Equivalent we are 
told is in the Hands of France, and yet 
there is not one Stroke ftruck now in al- 
moft Four Months, in order to the De¬ 
molition ; and at the fame time the Houfe 
of Commons is not only fatisfy’d with 
fuch an Anfwer, but what is more 
ftrange, have made a provifion for the 
Garrifon of Dunkirk till Chrrfmas next.

for that purpofe; After this what can 
we fuppofe too grofs to pafs upon this 
Houfe of Comnions ? 

. I will conclude with one general Re-, 
mark; That this Houfe of Commons 
mull be confefs’d to be a Set of very Dn~ 
fiful. and Gentlemen; who out of 
Principle will go as far in complying 
with all the Remands of aMiniftry, as 
any thacever went before them, or can e- 
ver fucceed them.; But I would not have 
it thought, that all this was pure Loyal¬ 
ty; a little Regard to themfelves, and a 
fmall Spice of Intereft, muft be allow’d 
to have, bad fome -fharc in influencing, 
and procuring all this dutifalaai 
five Behaviour; and I wonder indeed 
that thofe who employ’d them, and had 
the Benefit of their profefs’d Zeal for the 
Prerogative, did not confult their Ho¬ 
nours a little more; than fo openly and 
faarefac’d, at the End of each Seffions, to 
be rewarding them for their good and 
faithful Service. It was never known be¬ 
fore, that Days were fetapart for rewar¬ 
ding Members of Parliament with Places 
and Employments; he that will look up¬ 
on the Votes of the Laft Day of the 
Eirfl: Seffion, will find almoft nothing 
done, but new Wriis order’d in the room 
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of Parliament Men, who had receiv’d 
their Wages for their paft Tears Service; 
and t(' fucti a Pitch were they come at 
lall, that at the End of the Second Seffion, 
when the Qiieen\ Speech was made, and 
the Seffion clos’d,'to all other Intents and 
Purpofes, Both Houfes are ordered to ad¬ 
journ therafelves for Eighteen Days, as if 
. fomething extraordinary was ftill behind, 
that might require the Sitting of the Parli¬ 
ament; but when the Day comes, no¬ 
thing is done, but a fccond Lift of Loyd. 
Members f ref err''d, is produc’d; and the 
Vacancies or Patriots tuni’d Courtiers, are 
by new Writs order’d to be fill’d up ; that 
rhefe Members might be ready at 
the beginning of the Next Seffion, to
